T H E VOICE OF T H E P E O P L E .

EDNESDAY the f th inst. being 
the day appointed for the txcnc- 
ml County Meeting of the Friands of 
Liberty, Peace, and Co|»mcrco, in the 
County of Dutches«, the citizens of the 
County asbetnbled on thàt day to thv 
number of more than two thousand— 
The concourse of People was greater 
by many degrees than was e’ er before 
wiaieascd at any county meciing in thi;* 
couaty. 
The numbers and rot»pectubi 
lity of the citizens assembled, the pru- 
prieiy of conduct and good order w hich 
prevailed, the deep s,ense which all ap­ 
peared to entertain of the importance uf 
the occasion which 
called them tc- 
gfciher, and ihc strong desire eçeiy 
where nunifcsicd to relieve ihcii belov­ 
ed country from the evils under whicu 
it suffc»'s—.afforded altogether, a spect..- 
cle the most impressive ami bubii.ne. li 
was indeed the real Majesty of the peo­ 
ple, acting w iihin .he sphere of the Con­ 
stitution and the laws, for the common 
good. 


The meeting being callcd to ur.! : , 
the Hod. John Johnson was cho i n 
Chainnan, and Mr. Isaac Smith, :scu.c 
tary. 


The meeting was then opci.cJ b> 
Tho’s. J. Oakley, Esq. who ui a 'iluü t 
address, explained the objecth lot waicn 
the meeting had been called, ana vindi­ 
cated the right of the people 
iùt tunes 
peaceably to assemble and expicis t!icu 
sentiments on the measures ol the admi­ 
nistration. 
He shewed that the dc. 
a- 
ration of war was entitled 
i.o mure 
deference than any act ol 
govern­ 
ment, and that while on the one hand 
every good citinon was bouud to render 
a ready obedience to every constitutional 
and lej^al requisition in support of the 
wur, while it lasted, so on the oti.cr it 
was the undoubted right and higatst 
duty of every man, who disapproves ol 
the war, to adopt all legal and peaceable 
measures to bring it to a speedy c-iote. 
— He took a short view of me cause!» of 
the war, as allcdged by the administ.-a- 
tion, and contended that they were in- 
suflicient in themselves to ju^iify i t } anU 
that ai all events, ilie prinupat of them, 
the Orders in Council, having ceased, 
the war ought also to cease—and that 
the admit)isi ration had been wholly waia« 
ing to the best interests of the people, 
in rejecting the aimistice propobed by 
the enemy» to afford time to negOQiate 
for the adjustment of the remaiuui<^ sub­ 
jects of difference between the two go­ 
vernments. 
He concluded by movui|^ 
that a committee be appointed to report 
rcboluiion;», expressive ot the sense ot 
the meeting, on the present state of 
public afiaui. 


The mouon being adopted, a cora- 
mittee was accuidingly appointed, who 
ref., ed for a short lime, and on then- re­ 
turn, William Bard, Esq. m behalf oi 
laid committee, reported the following 
resolutions, for the conssdeiMio» of the 
meeting. 
* 


RESO LV ED , as the sense of this 
meeting. That the doctrine, which has 
of late been so indu:»iriousJy inculcated 
by the advocates of war, that since the 
administration have decided on that im­ 
portant tncasure» Its justice and jjiilicy 
are no longer ht subjects for public; dis­ 
cussion, but thiu patriotism requires 
that every good ciiiaen should yield a 
silent acquiescence ; is a doctrine sub­ 
versive in principle, and destructive in 
practice, of the freedom of our Consti­ 
tution.——Therefore Resolved, That it 
is not only the right, but the iluty of the 
citizens ol this country, on all great pub­ 
lic occasions, with hrmness and with 
freedom, to declare their opuiions } that 
those who dii ct the affairs of the na­ 
tion, may know whai scnlluients their 
conduct inspires, and may be warned 
not to Molaie the sacred trust reposed 
in them L,. the people. 


RESOLVED, That the motives al- 
ledyed by the administration, ^or coiu- 
mcncing liCsiilities against England, arc 
in no wise srttjsfuctory to this mevting. 
Necessity could alone jubtUy exchuii^- 
niK the blcssingh ot peace, lor liie caln- 
rait;es and dcsolatioij of war.—• The U j-

He 
states that previous lo his departure an 
express arrived from Gen. Van Rensse­ 
laer,bringing intelligencethatabcmt 4000 
troops under his command, had crossed 
the Niagara river at Lewistown and at 
the meadows 12 miles below,at 4 o’cloek 
that morning ; that the batteries on the 
mountain at Queenstown,and on the river 
below that place, were taken po.ssession 
by our troops after a very severe con­ 
flict, and that about 1500 of the enemy 
were taken prisoneis 
T he express 
understood it to be the deterrai -uion 
of our troops to make an immediate at­ 
tack on Fort G eorge, and as the can- 
nonudhig had ceased previous to our 
informant’s leavutg Buffalo, it was sup­ 
posed the fort had surrender«.'l. 
The 
troops at Buffalo were on the march to­ 
wards Lewiston, doubtless with an in­ 
tention to form a junction with the A- 
niericuit troops at Queenstown. Further 
particulars of this aflair have not reach­ 
e d us.

C O N N E C T IC U T . 


The I.cgislature of Connecticut has 
m et at Ncw-llaven. 
It is to be regret­ 
ted that sicknefss again prevented the 
attendance of the excellent Chief Ma­ 
gistrate of that most respectable Slate. 
Lieut. Gov. S m i t h addressed the legis­ 
lature ; atid the following is an extract 
from his Speech :— 


“ T he measures which tbc perilous 
condition of our national afTaira tvocKi 
have rendered udviseable, you 
will 
perceive Mere in a great d ey iie un- 
ticipated at the Special Session of tht 
last General Assembly. 
T he labors 
of that enlightened body reflect the 
highest honor upon their liberality and 
patriotism. 
Perceiving the dangers to 
which the nation was exposed by a 
premature commencement of hostilities 
they did not hesitate to open the treasu­ 
ry of the State, and to make the most 
spirited preparations for our own safety, 
and that of our common country. W hen 
it is considered that our most produc­ 
tive sources of revenue had been already 
iurrendered to the Cieneral Govern­ 
ment, and that in return wc had a right 
to look for protection from every loe, 
this generous contribution for public 
defence, 1 am confident, will be justly 
appreciated by our sister States. 


“ At the same session it was resolved 
lo raise a select body of troops lo be 
employed, under the exclusive authority 
of the State, in those emergencies which 
might grow out of the existing war— 
but the details essential lo the complete- 
organization of the corps were referred 
to the then succceding Legislature— 
That subject will of course come be­ 
fore you, and you will decide on the ex­ 
pediency of perfecting the plan at tho 
present sension. 
As connectfed with 
this and other military arrangements, I 
submit the propriety of providing a 
suitable place of deposit for our arms 
and 
Warlike 
stores.— Formerly ma- 
gazi'nes were directed to be kept, not 
o dy at the seat of government, but in 
every toWn. 
This salutary regulation, 
which is still observed lu some of the 
neighboring States, has been here dis- 
GOntinued. 
Although it may not be ex 
pedient to revive the provitions of this 
ancient law, still a mor« convenient ar­ 
senal than wc now possess must I think 
be deemed indispensable. 


“ 4'he state uf ihe militia has long 
attracted the anxious regard of the L e­ 
gislature, and will nut, I R esum e, at 
this juncture, escape your attention__ 
Certain reforms in that department, 
particularly in relation to the duty of 
Brigade Inspgctois, and the formation 
of the artillery companies into battalions 
and regiments, were suggested at the 
last session, and will aguui invite your 
consideration. 
For your 
encourage* 
ment, gentlemen, in attending to iliis 
subject, let it be remembered that r.o 
establishment in the Slate has more 
liberally rewarded tlic cares bestowed 
upon it by the General Assembly. T h e 
zeal displayed by oflicers and men in 
providing themselves with arms, and 
accoutrements, in improving their xiress 
and ajjpearance,‘and in their observance 
of the rules of d’scipline and subordina­ 
tion, confers a highly honoraUic distinc­ 
tion upon that meritorious portion of 
our fellow ’citizens, and forms an in­ 
valuable pledge for Ihe picservuiion of 
all that ii. most dear to freemen. 


“ In the prosecution of the war in 
which wc are engaged, little has occur­ 
red to encourage the hope of its speedy 
conclusion— T h e disasters which havi 
huherto marked its operations, furnish 
ab|^ndant reasons to lament the temerity, 
which plunged us into the contest be­ 
fore the the energies of the nation could 
be fully displayed. 
But in the midst of 
these misfortunes it is consoling to 
notice the distinguished gallantry with 
whi|:h on a recent occasion, the com­ 
mander and crew-of one of our armed 
vessels, sustained, the honor of the 
American flag. 
TJiis brilliant achieve­ 
m ent' unimportant perhaps in its efTect 
upon the war, speaks nevertheless a 
language which cannot be misunder­ 
stood__ Il proclaims at once the invinci- 
ble^bravery of our seamen, and the wis- 
diom of asseriing our maritime rights 
upon the element where alone they 
can be successfully defended. 
At the 
same moment il awakens our regret 
thal the system of naval protection so 
auspiciously commenced, had not been 
steadily pursued, until with the smiles 
of Heaven we had happily attained the 
grtai objects of every just government, 
character abroad and security at home ! 


“ Gentlemen, it is impossible to con- j 
template the present situation of our ! 
country, but with tlie deepest concern. : 
In addition to those heavy calamities 
whic h usually accomi>any a protracted ^ 
war, we are threatened with evils of i 
such magnitude as, m ihe view of the i 


sincere Jjatriot, 
place 
exu'emc 
jeopartly the tiial interests'*bf this na­ 
tion. 
btill wte aro not to despair. Tho 
American People hold in their own 
hands.a safe corrective for all Jbese 
evils and we will hope they ha-ve suifi- 
cieni virtue ami intelligence to apply it 
with etl'cc|. 
In any event the course 
we are to pursue, however hazardous, 
is plain. 
W e shall persevere I trust 
in our loyalty to the national cotlstitu- 
lion, and in the faithful performance of 
all ihe duties which thal bond of union 
and affection cyjoins upon us. 
To our 
own go€«rnmeni we shall adhere %vith 
that firmness and constancy, which the 
saci'edness of its origin and our e x ­ 
perience of its blessings cannot fail to 
inspire. 
Wha'.ever ^lifficulties or dan­ 
gers may encompass our path, we shall 
not forget tiiat we are s^irurif from a 
race of men whom no difT#ukies could 
dishearten, no dangers dismay. 
This 
commonwealth was built upon their 
sufferings, and was consecrated by ihcir 
prayers.— Whilst wc imitate their vir­ 
tues, we may rely with confidcnce that 
ihc G od who supported them in tlie 
■ darkest hours, will not forsake their 
descendants.’*
